Bui 
now that the resolutions have taken tbo 
formoi an Act oi Parliament, which is 
about to bo otilorced hero, no porson 
ol honeBty or sunBO will fail to boo that 
iurtber roBistance is usoless, und that, 
bad ab iho measure may bo, we must 
accept it. So long as the bill was be- 
fore Parliament, every honorable ex- 
ertion was put forward to havo it 
throwu out } but now that it has been 
placed on tbo statulo books of the 
country is not tbo timo to rebel 
against it. Wo must accept it. To 
equalize its provisions should bo our 
constant aim; but whilo oaob may 
entertain his own vievvs as to its 
merits, personal resentments and 
heartburnings should bo smothered, 
party lines erased ; mon should cease 
prating about Annexation — which the 
most sensible among them know can 
never bo consummated — and try to bo 
unanimous in an effort lo accept what 
wo cannot declino, and mako tho best 
of it. Let tho past bo buried and let 
all strive by tho adoption of a wise and 
conciliatory courso to convert our 
enemies in to friends. Possessing a deep 
intorest in tho material progress ol 
those Colonies— writing with a full 
knowledge of the fact that if wo follow 
tho path wo aro now on, tho country 
Will bo so lest that tho young- 
est man among us may not live 
to witness a favorable reaction — we 
call on ptoplo who bavo their all 
a 1 slake here lo accept things as thoy 
arc ; lo drop local bickerings and jeal- 
osies, to slan.p out the last spark ol 
disloyalty in tho country, and 'o make 
a unanimous ullort to push tho coun- 
try in tho right direction. Union wo 
havo. Lot us accept it as a " last 
chance," and with a determination to 
do our whole duly to tho country, bo- 
lieving that when wo do so wo are 
doing tho bust lor ourselvos. In no 
other way can wo hope to extricate 
ourselves Irom tho position in which 
bad legislation and expensive governs 
ment has placed lib — in no othor way- 
can wo hope to Bavo tlio country from 
rum and decay.

London ami its Associations, 

1 look a steumur Irom Newcastle to Lon- 
don, and on Sunday afternoon stepped Irom 
tho boat ul Tower wbarl und stood in the 
Mtreots of London. 1 could not movo on at 
first, but stood there, trying to clear my miod 
of the bewildering emotions which rasbed 
upon me nnd loroiog myself lo answer tho 
question if it was a reulity that I al last be- 
neld before me the goal ol whioh 1 had 
dreamed so many years j if I had at last 
reached London, ihe wonder and pride ol the 
world, a city Blind above all others with 
quaint and lomanlie legends world-lamous 
lor its historical interests, and the home of 
Ihe creates! among rren. I 1 seemed a dream 
itiul 1 Blood under the shadow ol that grim 
Tower ol London, ut whose history I had 
shu Idered years ago. When 1 gatbored my 
senses and began to look about me, I lound 
associations so numoroui thut I could hardly 
lollow them. 1 peeped through the grating 
ol tbe Tower to the dismal dungeon windows, 
and half expected, even now, to 6ou some 
wild despairing lace gaze from ihe loopholes 
and dumbly implore my aid. Over tbe 
many round towers ol this prison, Iho over- 
hanging turrets press down like enormous 
oandle-extinguisbors, as if to hide them and 
Iheir misery from tho world. Near this I 
remembered that Dickens had placed tho 
mansion ol " Qailp " und bis poor little wife, 
and I wus on Uie lookout for u suitable house 
lor him until the large square about the 
Tower was passed. Turning Irom this diss 
mal place, 1 plnnged into the city, and 
walked along Ihe most grotesque and absard 
bttlo Blreets, rejoicing in such names as 
"Grutoued Friars" '•.Mincing" and "I*ud- 
iling" lanes. In' "Little Fust Cheap" I 
looked out lor the 'tavern where "Flugslall' 1 
and young "Prince Henry," hud llieir re- 
vels, but no signs remained of tho "Boar'B 
lluail Tavern," thongh I bought some uie at 
the ''Golden Cock' 1 and made believe that it 
was the same house us that of which Sliaks- 
penre wrote. Further on I reached tho 
great thoroughfares wl ioh run like rivers 
through the city, and my ours were numbed 
by the roar ol passing height. Even on lbs 
Sabbath there wus little cessution, and muuy 
ol the shops, with all the saloons and gin 
palaces, were open and nourishing. St. 
Paul's, notwithstanding all 1 hud read and 
imagined of its greatness was overwhelming. 
I was al u loss which to admire most, the 
building or the mind that could conceive it. 
lis exterior is eo expansive and its dome bo 
lofty that my eye relused to lake in its pro- 
portions at the lirst glance, hut so uontinu- 
u I ly returned to travel slowly over its enor- 
mous sides; Service was being rendered as 
I passed, ; and 1 stepped in for a moment to 
hear the rich oryan and ihe coles of tho 
choir rolling through the aisles nnd chapels 
ol the vast exterior. 

Temple Bar, whero tbe lioads of decapi- 
tated people were struck up a eeotury ago, 
still blocks up Fleet street with its massive 
area. This liar which was once the gato of 
the city, is now sourrounced for five miles 
on all sides with bricks und smoke. 

Tim Future or Diplomatists.— What is to 
become of tlie w hole diplomatic service when 
all the small kingdoms ure annexed, and but 
three or four monarchies remain in Europe? 
When people ceased to wear bruss buttons, 
the button makers addressed thomselves to 
another ti ranch of industry, a/id made fishing 
honks ; but ministers plenipotentiary cannot 
make fishing hooks— indeed, I helievo Ihey 
cannol make anything at all and a more in- 
capable set of creatures in the rnatler ul sell 
support it would bo.dilDcull to conceive. It 
is olton remarked that in times ol commercial 
pressure, wben some great crisis occurs in the 
affairs ol a country, no people suller so much 
a< those engaged in the production of what 
are called "fancy articles." Tlio staplo ol 
lifo will always be in requCBt, whilo men can, 
lor a while at least, dispense with the taste 
ful or ornamental. Now, of all tho fancy 
articles which people can accustom them- 
selves to do without, whut is there like diplo 
maoy 7— ol course I mean Knglish diplomacy 
tor loreigners who make war and alliances 
need people lo draw up tho documents thai 
regard these lliiiius ; but wo who only re- 
monstrate, onlreut, weakly suggest or occa- 
sionally express a hope, what do we wunt 
with all this expensive stall, which begins 
with a miuistcr and ends with a messenger? 
You talk ol abolishing the Irish Church be- 
cause il has few followers, but diplomacy has 
no belisvora. Out ol that dreary old building 
at Wbilehul , where tbey make up Iho hugs 
and scold Ihe messengers, there is not a man 
in the kingdom who believes in a plenipoten- 
tiary. The luci is aboul lo prove itself. The 
groupings will soon show Ihe world that it 
can go on without weekly or monthly chroni- 
cles, which, if only inserted in a periodical, 
would swamp the best edited journal in Eng- 
land. And now, what shall wo do Willi these 
people, who w"H soon be thrown helpless and 
powerless upon our hands? What art or 
industry Is there which can obsorb them? 
Alter lives ol fomi-drotfsy stale, with a sort 
ol Drury Lane dignity, what aro they lit for/ 
I'heir hands aro too Une lor coarsu labour, 
and what can we employ them at?
